The Address of the New Presiaent of Har- 
vard College—Reforme in Education. 
The inaugural address of the President of 
Harvard College, which we presented yes- 
terday, will interest that large body of our 
readers who have sympathy with the mod- 
ern reforms in education. Mr. Exror is, we 
believe, the youngest Harvard President who 
has ever occupied that honorable position. 
He represents peculiarly the new spirit of 
improvement in matters of intellectual cul- 
ture. His appointment has been hailed with 
Dleasure by the younger. men, both among 
the Professors and the Alumni, while the 
“Dons” and those more conservative look 
to it with undisguised anxiety and doubt. 
Whether the President will have the balance 
and weight of experience and character, 
especially needed in his new position, te- 
mains yet td be tested. He will certainly 
have the force of enthusiasm, and will be in 
sympathy with the modern ideas on the 

great subject of education. ~~ 

The address, as our readers have noted, 
was sensible and judicious, Though pre- 
eminently a “ a practical man” and spécial- 
ist, Mr. Exior at once allows that_a- univer- 
sity course should have little to do with the 
applications of knowledge, or with special 
branches, until the general course enlarges 


into the professional. Nor will he recognize * 


any one department of study—even his fa- 
vorite one, that of science—as the great ob- 
ject. of the course. . A university, as he says, 
should see no antagonism between science 
and language, or between metaphysics and 
mathematics. Its object is to develop all 
the faculties and all sides of the human 
mind. In this day of shallow culture, when 
the ory every where is for specialties in train- 
ing, and for practical branches, rather than 
for the acquirement of «a habit of mind 
which can “think out” whatever subject is 
brought before it,it is refreshing. to hear 
one of the leaders of practical science state 
to. the world, that “truth and right are 
above utility,” and that the great office of a 
university is not so much to form “ a practi- 
cal man” as to train and develop all the 
powers of the intellect and character. 

Mr, ExzoT recognizes that imagination has 
ite field in a true system of education, as 
much as the scientific judgment or the 
mathematical faculty. To those of us who 
are engaged in practical affairs, it is ap- 
patent that the great want in America at 
this day is not so much specialists, or “ prac- 
tical: men,” as: thorough men. There is a 
lamentable want of training evidentjamong 
our public men. In all the vastly important 
discussions on financial matters in Congress 
during the last seven. years, how few Sena- 
tors or Representatives have appeared who 
had given the least thorough consideration 
to these vital questions! What endless and 
damaging mistakes have been made by our 
legislators through -this lack of: thorough 
training. Perhaps one of the most striking 
evidences of the poverty of true learning 
atnong onr politicians at this tiuie is, that 
only one pubhe man is known who ap- 
parently has any thorough ration ag 
with international law.

Sainave at Pert-au-Prince—Critical Sit- 
wation of the President—KRutmeored 
Strengthen ing of his Navy—Geld Rates 
at the Capital. © 

From Our Own Correspondent. 
Port-AU-PRince, Thursday, Sept. 23, 1869. 

President SaLNAVE arrived unexpectedly 
in this city on the 6th inst., and was received 
with much enthusiasm. He abandoned his army 
before the City of Aux Cayes and returned 
hither by land. His first act was to appoint a 
new Ministry. He named General CHEVALIER, 
Minister of War; General ARMAND, Minister of 
Finance; Mr. LABontTS, Minister of Foreign Atf- 
faire, and H. Gapet, Minister of the Interior. 
By the appointment of General CHEVALIER as 
Minister of War, the disturbances which were 
apprehended, owing to the pretensions of that 
General, have been overcome. 

The steamers Galatea and Salnave have,been 
dispatebed to convey provisions to Cape Hayti., 
They will probably encounter the revolutionary 
war steamers. President SALNAVE has been sick 
since his return, and will not be able to direct 
military operations for some time. His position 
to-day is rather. critical ; still the issue of this 
long struggle cannot be predicted, owing to 
the news of the purchase by President 
SALNAVE of two new war steamers in the United 
States, the Atalanta and Algonguin. The arrival 
of those vessels may cause events to take a dif- 
ferent turn. In a word, the struggle will con- 
tinue and may last for months.
